“Moreover, the standards of the 
small-business era of old when the 
individual employer took care of 
his emploves, even though he had 
no work for them, must now be 
replaced by a concept of commun- 
ity responsibility. 

“This is as yet but imperfectly 
realized, nor have we fully accept- 
ed the corollary of employer 
responsibility to the community 
for regularity of employment even 
under large-scale industrial con- 
ditions.” 

Tenancy Problem.

‘Paying Pastures”’ 

Few proposals have contained greater pos- 
sibilities for the betterment of Georgia than 
the campaign launched by the Cherokee Live- 
stock Association eroded, aban- 
doned hillsides and gullies into “paying pas- 


to convert 


tures.’ 

A pasture loan bank, with a revolving fund 
capital of $4,000, has already been established 
in Henry, one of the 26 counties in the associa- 
tion. This money will be loaned planters for 
periods up to five years, to be used in the re- 
clamation of eroded lands and in the upbuild- 
ing of livestock herds to be pastured on those 
lands. 

The greatest need of agriculture in Georgia 
today is the adoption of a system of farming 
that will include a variety of cash crops, a 
“live-at-home” program of raising all food 
and feed crops possible on each farm, and a 
proper diversification between livestock, field 
crops and timber development. 

And it is probable that the fundamental 
need for the establishment of such a system 
of farming is an awakening by Georgia farm- 
ers to realization of the fact that successful 
agriculture can only be enjoyed by the man 
ready and willing to work at it for 365 days 
ot every year. 

One of the greatest handicaps to success- 
ful agriculture which the one-crop system has 
bequeathed to this state is the false assump- 
tion that a farmer can prosper by working at 
his vocation not more than 170 days a year. 
It is no wonder, with such an assumption, that 
so many Georgia farmers are discouraged and 
too much inclined to look to government, fed- 
eral, state or local, to save them from bank- 
ruptcy. 

As a matter of fact, the cotton planter of 
old who raised nothing else upon his acres, 
was not a farmer. He was a manufacturer, us- 
ing the soil and the fields as a plant for the 
turning out of a product. That the world was 
eager to buy all of that product he could pro- 
duce was his good fortune, but the doom of 


"the land he worked and of the generations to 


follow him. 

The true farmer is the man who loves his 
land and devotes all his thought and effort 
to the benefit of that land. He wisely balances 
his program with livestock that will upbuil 
the fertility of his soil, with legume crops that 


-will draw the oxygen of the air for the enrich- 


ment of the earth, with half a dozen different 


cash crops, so that even though two or three 


fail for a year, he will make an income from the 
others. 

He will devote a suitable portion of his 
acreage to timber growth, both for usage on 
his land and for an additional income from 
the sale of wisely cut trees. He will scorn the 
criminal destructiveness of “burning over” his 


‘timber and will, instead, protect and nurture 


the pine seedlings as they grow. 

There is no country the world where 
farm prosperity has blessed people who do 
not practice diversity and long-range planning. 
And there is no farmer, anywhere, who can 
make his acres produce independent living and 
steadily increasing wealth, unless he farms on 
the 365-day plan and thinks of his business 
every waking moment. 

Successful farming is an all-time job, de- 
manding training, love of the land, co-opera- 
tion with bountiful nature and intelligent ap- 
plication of the common-sense rules.

the characteristics of some of the 
sun's good brethren among the 
variable stars. 

It seems that all the ethereal 
which have been 
messing up radio connections and 
transoceanic communication dur- 
ing the past few days may some- 
how be traced back to solar dis- 
turbances. 

Maybe. The doctor won't ad- 
mit that sun spots cause these 
things. He will just say there 
seems to be “association” between 
such things as sun spots and the 
Aurora Borealis and radio inter- 
ference, and so on. 

The sun, it seems, 
storms, just as the earth some- 
times suffers, though solar dis- 
turbances are of the cyclonic type 
that sweep over a larger. area. 
These storms are great explosive 
upheavals, within the gaseous out- 
er atmosphere of the sun. 

They are called spots because 
they are dark, and they are dark 
because, though hot as the eternal 
they are still colder than the 
gases around them.

The exploding and the turbu- | 
‘lence somehow 


seems to send out, 
or radiate, showers of electrons. 
And these electronic showers must 
the cause of the radio dis- 
turbances and the _ interference 
with interoceanic communication, 
and the strange phenomena of the 
Northern Lights. 

They definitely don’t have any- 
thing to do with the weather on 
earth, the famous astronomer de- 
clares. The cold of Easter Sun- 
day must be blamed on something 
else. Nor do they have any rela- 
tion to good crop years on earth, 
or economic cycles. 

Studies Changing Stars. 

Former president of the Varia- 
ble Star Commission of the In- 
ternational Astronomical Union. 
Dr. Shapley has devoted many 
years to the study of these chang- 
ing stars. 

Stars, it seems, don’t just sit in 
place and glow with the same 
amount of light all the time. Some 
them are “pulsing stars” which 
burn bright, then dim down as 
much as 15 per cent. Others are 
variable in light because they are 
actually two stars, spinning 
around the same center, like the

Some, like the sun, are variable 


| because of their spots, but strange- 
| ly enough, 


the sun is brighter dur- 
ing the period of greatest spotted- 
ness. 

“It’s like a person with measles. 
in spots and his 
temperature goes up,” the doctor 
explained.
